Loan be meant ts< bare bia 
other an bit me lnrolr«t|.,n« arreted a* rule* of life, oia- 
obedience to wblrh would be Immoral and obedience to 
wntcb abould be compelled, fcnt there la an eapecial 
Juatifkation for affirming that. If In tb#** ltmttattona he 
waa layiig down a rule at all. It waa. neeertheieea. not 
one for universal or even general application Hta dla 
r i plea, wboae faith In mamape waa Instant!* sb*k*-n- 
and, Indeed, quite overthrown— by nia new and Mdonlab 
1 ng doctrine on (be anbject of divorce, be at core re- 
lieved by Informing tb* m that It waa a doctrine wbirb 
none could receive •• aave they to whom It la given . 
and that It via not a command to all. bn! a leaaon lor 
the few to rece.ve who were •• able to receive It" It it 
clearly, then, wlthm boot da to affirm that not the elate, 
nor cbnrch nor aocletv baa any more right *o enforce 
what ia understood to be the Obrtat-dootrlwe of divorce 
than the plain Cbrtat-docirlne, ••Give toevery man that 
aateth of thee ; and of him that taketb away tby good* 
aak them not again." 

We may indulge the hope that the human family will 
yel rlae to a plane where three anbllmr teaching* of the 
Saviour, and aucb kindred onra aa •* l<end. hoping for no- 
thing again," will be very widely practiced and where 
wisdom, purity and patience will an abound aa to make 
divorcea and the deaire lor them very rare. But, thona b 
It may hereafter be won to thla high ground, ft I* onwla* 
to attempt to drag It up there now. Donbtleea. tor 
many, many generating* to come, the elate, the church, 
and society inuet tolerate, uphold and juatlfy divorcee, 
though granted on other ground* than that which an 
many hold to be the excluaive ground fer divorce. 
They muit admit habitual dmnkeuneae. deaertion, 
brutality, life long Imprisonment for Crimea te be 
amongat thaar ground* And In thoae rase* when 
another marriage aucceeda tba divorce, all the right* oi 
marriage inuet. be conceded to It, I hardly need ear that 
not elate nor cborcb nor eoclety I* to respect a divorce 
obtained on frivolous ground*, or for any lea* reaeon 
Ibin i heavy grievance.

But why called lUtlt, nobody know*. Their 
work i* already .great. They are a religion* or- 
der of women founded in 1840 hy * French 
Catholic priest named Lepaillcur, in *be smith 
of France. Thev work under the direction of 
a Mother anperior. have devoted themselves bj 
holy vow* to their work, wear a simple. dintine. 
live Areas, and they e*t*bliMb home* in new 
centre* according to the direction* from the 
mother superior, by whom al*o change* arc 
n.ade now and then in the personnel of the sev- 
eral communities. Why they should be called 
“Little Binter*.” in not known. unless i< i* thal 
the diminution in nil language* i* expressive of 
endearment During the 29 year* of tbeir ex. 
latence a* *n order, they have established 190 
home* ; 12 *re in Great Britain. 12 in Spain. 8 
in America, 1 in Italy. 5 in l*«ri«, and a large 
number In other patt* o! France. The mem- 
l>er* of the order number 1.600. moat of whom 
are Breton*, although nearly all other F.nmpenn 
conntrie* are represented ; arid they hnve under 
their care lietween 16.000 and 16.000 old peo- 
ple. 

Like *11 such Sisterhood*, the work performed 
1* honorary No salaries reward them . indeed, 
nothing that men could give could recompense 
them for Die self -denying devotion ot their live* 
to the work they have undertaken, which a ork 
is t > provide * comfortable home for the old 
age ol men and women to w hom such a thing i*

Tht* latter, however, t* not an indianenaable 
condition. «» many are admitted who ran bring 
nothing to the common fund Once received 
by the Little Winter* they are fed snd clothed . 
putwed if invalid* in* many of them *»•*■>, and 


kept, without the fear of becoming pauper* all 
the real of tbeir day*. Much work, however, 
i* cheerfully performed by the inmate* about 
the establishment, including shoe-making, tai- 
loring joisering . and much sewing, knitting 
and domestic work i* done by the women. 

Tb:ragb the old men and women occupy sep- 
arate witgs they viwt one another when they 
please, and run tom from outside are always 
welcome. A* the age* of the old people range 
from sixty to nearly ninetv. many of them are 
very infirm. K'une ere bhndf; some o*ck. As 
the religion of the Sister* i* that of the Roman 
Catholic Church, it i» natural that a large pro. 
portion of their family should l«e of the same 
faith Rut religion bn* nothing to do with ad- 
mission to the Hon* Its inmate* include sev- 
eral Protestants, and the honorary Burgeon ia a 
Protestant, while the support of the Horn* ip 
largely obtained from Protestant scarce* 

The institution i* supported by voluntary 
gift* and contribution* altogether, home of 
the Hisu-ra ore constantly engaged it) collecting. 
Thev go to hotel*, dining-room* and private 
bouses, an if collect broken victuals, meat, bread, 
tea-leave*, anything m short that the boune- 
holder* will give them, something that would 
spoil if the Hista-i* did not know how to uae it. 
From these sources alone the Home i* sup- 
ported. Among the gifts the Hisierv have re- 
ceived, are s cow, a donkey, a pony and a goat. 
The pony is driven in the van . and the donkey 
i* um lul for fetching borne from breweries and 
elsewhere food for the pig*, which, with some 
fowls, complete- the live stock of the establish 
roent.
